FARMING IN 1840 


Amazing Changes in Living Con­ 
ditions Are Shown. 


In Early Day* the Farm Produced 
Practically Everything Family Con­ 
sumed, Food and Clothing. 


In view of the modern-day high cost 
of living and of the many wonderful 
advances mode In the last century— 
the railroad, the telegraph, the ocean 
co)*le, the telephone, the automobile 
and farm and labor-saving m achinery 
of all kinds and the am azing changes 
these 
Inventions 
have 
necessarily 
w rought In all directions in almost ev­ 
ery walk of life— It may be of Interest 
to recall living on a farm in th** year 
1*40. 
The farm I have In mind, w rites 
W arner Miller in the New York Times, 
consisted of 200 acres. 
The stock was 
15 cow's, a yoke of oxen, 20 sheep, an 
obi white horse, a dozen pigs, 50 hens, 
IO geese, a few ducks and a flock of 
turkeys. 
The farm produced practically ev­ 
erything the family consumed, both 
clothing and food. 
T he 
sheep 
fur­ 
nished the wool, which was carded at 
a ‘‘fulling" mill and m ade into rolls 
for spinning. 
At home It was spun Into yarn and 
woven or a hand loom. 
T here w ere no ready-made clothes; 
all clothes w ere made In the home. 
Several cows w ere killed each year. 
There was a tannery n ear by, where 
the skins w ere tanned. 
A shoem aker 
m ade our hoots. 
They Were usually 
too small and gave much trouble and 
pain. 
The flax, cut and laid down until the 
fiber loosened from the woody part, 
was put through a heckle worked by 
hand and then span and woven. 
This 
strong linen cloth w as used for sum­ 
mer clothing, towels, etc. 
T he seed 
was saved to m ake flaxseed tea (u 
medicine), or poultice for bruises. 
h o r food we had everything needed 
—fresh 
meat, 
potatoes, beets, cab­ 
bages, parsnips, pum pkins for (lies. ap­ 
ples, which lasted from full to -(.ring; 
cider, which gave us vinegar or pro­ 
duced a clder-chnmpagne. 
H alf a dozen pigs killed in the fail 
guv** us plenty of h.*ttn and bacon, lard, 
sausages and salt pork. 
T h ere were plenty of c h i c k e n s for 
rousting and potpies and egg*, turkey* 
for Thanksgiving and F hiisim us. oc­ 
casionally a roost goose with apple 
sn lice. 
From the tows* milk r o made both 
butter and cheese. 
W hat b u tter and 
cheese the fam ily did not consume 
a a s sold In a nenr-hy village. 
B utter 
usually brought 12R. cents a pound. 
Cheese was also m ade at home, as 
there 
were 
neither cream eries 
nor 
cheese factories. 
Cheese was sold ut 
J* to f! cents a pound. 
All eggs not 
used went to tile village store and 
brought IO cents to 12 cents a dozen. 
Every farm er m ade his own so ap. 
it w in called ‘‘soft soap.” 
It wa* soft, 
but very strong, and took the dirt off 
your hands and face very thoroughly, 
and some skin, also, unless you were 
careful in your ablutions. 
Lift I*' was henrd of the world at 
lurge. Tw enty miles from the railroad 
the great four-horse stagecoach cam e 
every day. bringing the mails. 
T here 
were few’ new spapers or magazine*. 
Th*1 telegraph was unknown. T he At­ 
lantic cable did not succeed until Y^dfl. 
There were only 2ff mile* of railroad in 
ISHO.

Than Planned. 


Twenty-five years ago lumber was re­ 
garded as almost as much of a necow- 
-ity as wheat, whlie today it is stead­ 
ily being replaced by various substi­ 
tutes, says a report by the forest serv­ 
ice on “The Substitution of Other Ma­ 
terials for Wood.” 
Disregarding the temporary effect 
of th** war, with Uncle Sam’s sudden 
demand for lumber and its great en­ 
hancement of prices of many substi­ 
tute materials, the report points out 
the tendency In the long run. 
Each 
year more steel, concrete, brick, or til#* 
Is being used In places where lumber 
was formerly employed. 
This is par­ 
ticularly true In cities where enact­ 
ment of building codes and the devel­ 
opment of new forms of construction 
have created a demand for more dur­ 
able building material. 
Shingles have 
given way lurgely to composition and 
tile roofings, wooden sidewalks have 
been almost wholly replaced by ce­ 
ment, while th** modern skyscraper 
with its steel framework, nod stone, 
blick, or tile walls occupies the site 
of some former frame structure. Rail­ 
road crossties and mine 
props 
are 
about the only forms of wood which 
ar** not affected. 
How hard this substitution has hit 
the lumber business is shown by the 
government estimate that the total re­ 
placement of lumber In ull forms of 
use Is 8,090,000.000 bourd feet, or 21 
per cent of the lumber consumption of 
the United States In 1915. 
Th** rate 
of substitution seems to he Increasing 
and is now In excess of 500,000.000 
bourd feet a year. 
Approximately 70 
per cent of th** lumber cut goes into 
forms of use whose demands appear 
to be decreasing. 
Twenty per cent 
more goes Into strongly competitive 
fields. 
In th** remaining IO per cent 
of wood uses, there seems to be a 
much better opportunity for u lnrger 
consumption. 
Prices Steadily Advance. 
Increasing 
substitution 
has 
not. 
however, lowered lumber prices to the 
consumer, the report (stints out. 
(Iii 
the contrary they have steadily ad­ 
vanced. while the cost of many substi­ 
tutes has decreased. 
Exhaustion of 
the stands of local timber and discov­ 
ery of new sources for th** manufac­ 
ture of other building materials are 
given as some of the reasons for these 
chung**#. 
More than 75 per cent of 
th** replacement of wood, however, is 
made In spite of higher Initial cost of 
the substitute. 
The effect of the growing use of 
other materials has been to accentu­ 
al ** competition and decrease profit'­ 
ll) the lumber business. As a result of 
this and other reasons, alternate pe 
rinds of curtailment and over-produc­ 
tion have made the lumber market uu 
stable. 
This in turn has resulted t* 
the disadvantage not only of th** per 
sons whoso money is Invested In tim­ 
ber and sawmills, but to the rnun? 
hundred thousands who are dependent 
upon the lumber Industry for their liv­ 
ing. 
Lumbermen have felt, it is said, th< 
effect of the replacement of their pro­ 
duct by other materials, but have not 
realized the extent to which it had 
taken place. They have failed to adopt 
aggressive selling methods nnd have 
been unable to supply the consume? 
with 
reliable information regarding 
lumber, because they did not have it 
A complicated system of grades Is in 
use which is not intelligible to the 
average consumer and is even the suIh 
Ject of considerable dispute among 
lumbermen. 
Lumbermen Must “Brush Up.” 
Manufacturers of other building ma­ 
terial have spent large sums of money 
to obtain reliable Information about 
their products. They have had to ad­ 
v e n a e extensively to make a “place 
in the sun" for themselves. 
Substi­ 
tutes for lumber are guaranteed to 
meet specifications which are easily 
understood by the consumer. 
For lumbermen to hold their m a r 
kets against competing materials, It 
xviii be necessary for them to learn 
more about the fundamental properties 
of wood, the author of the report says. 
They can do this either by scientific 
research for themselves or by co-oper­ 
ating with agencies 
already 
estab­ 
lished. Better manufacturing and sell­ 
ing methods, and the development of 
by-products should enable them to 
make a profit in spite of the limita­ 
tions on the prices of lumber which 
may be imposed by competing substi­ 
tutes. 
Even with the Increasing substitu 
tion for wood, the report points out 
there will be need for all the wood It 
the United States, and more. The to­ 
tal consumption of the country for 
many years has been far In excess of 
the growth. Already lu many regions 
Umber shortage and high prices have 
followed the exhaustion of the local 
supply. 
From the public standpoint 
there ta a real need for growing forests 
vmaUy larges* than ara pow planned 
Abt.

A morbid custom, and one that might 
b<* productive of endless and needless 
grief, according to our ideas, but the 
Serbs arc* a hard race und face their 
sorrows without covering them. 
All of 
tile family flies to tile cemetery, ac­ 
companied by close friends and head­ 
ed by priests. 
Flowers ar** luid on Hie 
grave, prayers are offered und 
the 
women weep. 
The virtues of the dead 
are extolled and he is addressed aud 
apostrophized. 
Tills part of the ceremony over, the 
company sit down to a meal that they 
have brought with them. 
The affair 
takes on tile aspect of some grave so­ 
cial occasion. Wine is drunk und much 
food is eaten. 
It is customary to tell 
ull tin* anecdotes and incidents relat­ 
ing to Hie dead rnun that those present 
can remember. 
Even bits of tin* pust 
that have a humorous turn ar** not 
burred. 
It is in some sort a bringing 
fort Ii of his whole memory und setting 
him again before his people, brushing 
aside the passing days thut wfere hiding 
Hi** thoughts of him from view. 
It is interesting to speculate on the 
meaning of ibis unusual practice, aud 
on tile human tendency that gave it 
birth and keeps it alive. 
It seems to 
root la tile old human dread of being 
forgotten completely. 
As these peo­ 
ple do it unto tin* dead, so they expect 
their children und their relatives to do 
unto them, and they cherish the custom 
as a fountain thut will keep their own 
memory green when their time comes.
